2. IN PRESENTING HIS RES, UK REP NOTED THAT IT HAD PRIORITY AND, 

IF APPROVED, HOULD PRECOUDE CONSIDERATION OF CZECH RES. CAHIR 
DID NOT COMMENT. WE UNDERSTAND ALGERIANS COMING UP WITH AMEND- 
MENTS TO UK RES WHICH WOULD A) CALL FOR 30 TH GA CONSIDERATION AS 
SEPARATE ITEM RATHER THAN AS PART OF "WORLD SOCIAL SITUATION" AND 
B PERMIT CONSIDERATION OF CZECH RES. WE HAVE NOT SEEN TEXTS OF 
AMENDMENTS AS YET. 

3. AS PREVIOUSLY DISCUSSED WITH DEPT, WE WILL SUPPORT UK RES. IF 
CZECH RES COMES TO VOTE, WE WILL VOTE AGAINST OP PARA 2 AND ABSTAIN 
ON RES AS WHOLE.

NOTING ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS 1581 AIL) 

AND 1667 (LH) WHICH ATTACH GREAT IMPORTANCE TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDAMENTAL STRUCTURAL SOVIO-ECONOMIC CHANGES IN COUNTRIES FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF ACHIEVING SOCIAL PROGRESS AND DEVELOPMENT AND TO 
THIS END CONSIDER IT APPROPRIATE TO STUDY THE EXPERIENCE 
FO VARIOUS COUNTRIES OF THE WORLD IN THIS FIELD,

TO CARRY OUT FUNDAMENTAL SOCIAL AND ECOMOMIC CHANGES FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF SOCIAL PROGTESS; 

3. RECOMMENDS THAT MEASURES SHOULD BE TAKEN AT ALL 
LEVELS TO ENSURE MORE ACTIVE PARTICIPATION BY THE ENTIRE 
POPULATION IN PREPARATION AND EXECUTION OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
DEVELOPMENT POLICIES AND PROGRAMMES DESIGNED 

TO ACHIEVE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC PROGRESS, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE EX- 
PERIENCE OF VAIRIOUS COUNTRIES IN THIS FIELD; 

4. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL AND THE UNITED NATIONS DEVELOPMENT 
PROGRAMME TO HOLD. WITHIN THE PROGRAMME OF ADVISORY SERVICES, 
INTERREGIONAL AND REGIONAL SEMINARS TO STUDY THE NATIONAL EXPERIENCE 
OF DEVELOPING AND DEVELOPED COUNTRIES IN CARRYING OUT 
FAR-REACHING SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC CHANGES FOR THE PURPOSE OF 

SOCIAL PROGRESS; 
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5. RECOMMENDS THAT THE REGIONAL ECONOMIC COMMISSIONS 
SHOULD CONSIDER THIS PROGLEM AT THEIR SESSIONS; 

6. ENDORSES THE ACTION TAKEN BY THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
COUNCIL REQUESTING THE COMMISSION FOR SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT TO 
CONTINUE THE STUDY OF NATIONAL EXPERIENCE IN CARRYING OUT
